TARDY JUSTICE TO THE MEMORY OF THE HERO 
OF CHICKAMAUGA, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special, ]|—Sen- 
ator Cullom is much gratified at the passage of 
ue bill granting Mrs. Gen. Georgé H. Tuomas 
a pension of $2,000 a year. He says he 1s glad 
to see some justice done to Gen. Thomas, even 
though it is after his death, and that he ranks 
Gen. Thomas as second to none in meriting his 
country’s gratitude—not excepting Grant, 
Sherman, and Sheridan. Mr. Cullom thinks 
it proper that Mrs. Thomas’ pension should 
be larger than that of the widow of any other 
military bero. The only women receiving 
larger pensions are the widows of ex-Presi- 
dents, who receive $5,000 per annum. The 
widow of Admiral Farragut receives the 
amount proposed for Mra. Thomas. These are

THE WHOLE PENSION QUESTION, LIKELY TO BE 
REVIVED, 

In the Senate today, when a private bill to 

pension Mrs. Sarah B. Jackson, widow of a 
soldier, came up, Mr. Van Wyck moved to 
amend by inserting the provision which he had 
put into the Mexican Pension bill to increase 
the pensions of the widows of soldiers and 
sailors from $8 to $12 per month. It was 
House bill, and Mr. Van Wyck contended that 
if the House should reject his amendment 
the Senate could then recede without en- 
dangering the original bili. But a few mo- 
ments before Senator Cullom had secured the 
passage of a bill granting the widow 
of Gen. George.H. Thomas a pension of $2,000 
ayear. Mr. Van Wyck referred to the fact 
that the widows of high officials usually get big 
pensions, and he insisted that the widows of 
private soldiers should be better provided for. 
On the Democratic side Senators Gariand, 
Hampton, Jackson, Slater. and Voorhees voted 
for the amendment, the other Democrats 
present voting against But more than half 
the Democrats were absent, many of them 
being over in New York, hence the 
Democrats insist that the vote on that 
side was not a fair test of the strength 
of Democratic sentiment. The Democrats are 
concerned at this vote. The Van Wyck amend- 
ment includes the minor children as well as the 
widows of soldiers and sailors, and applies to 
the widows and minor children of al! soldiers 
from the Mexican War down to and including 
the Rebellion. On motion of Mitcheil, another 
of the provisions of the Mexican Pension bim 
was attached to the pending bill as an amend- 
ment. It is the provision relating to depend- 
ent parents of dead soldiers. It pro- 
vides that when it is shown that the

SIOUX CITY & PACIFIC. 
AN ENGLISH SYNDICATE WORKING AGAINST 
THE FORFEITURE BILL. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—Dr. 
H. M. Hamblin, Secretary of the Squatters’ 
Union ot O’Brien County, Towa, has arrived 
here to urge upon the Senate the necessity of 
acting speedily upon the bill to forfeit the land 
grant of the Sioux City & Pacific Road. Dr. 
Hamblin says that there are 500 families of 
various nationalities located upon the 85,000 
acres of the unearned land grant. The settlers 
were induced to go there by the letter of Secre- 
tary Teller of March, 1882 (published in the re- 
port of the Secretary of State for Iowa), whiel 
said that that tract was unearned. They 
entered upon it, expecting that it would revert 
to the Government, be speedily opened to set- 
tlement, and that they would, as squatters, 
have the first claim under the Homestead and 
Preémption acts. The railroad company has 
never ventured to oust them, as, in a suit of 
ejectment, it would be compelled to prove its 
own title, which, of course, it could not do. 
In the same region ap English colony has pur- 
chased 500,000 acres. This was bought by a 
syndicate upon condition that if the titie of 
the company failed the amount paid should 
be returned without interest. This English 
syndicate risks only the loss of interest upon 
its speculative investment. The argument 
which was made last week by the attorney for 
this syndicate before the committee here was 
consequently disingenuous. The English syn- 
dicate would not lose its investment. This 
community, Dr. Hamblin says, lives apart 
from the rest of the settiers, and its proprie- 
tors are seeking to establish a sort of duke- 
dom.

Successful Light Opera Composers. 

During the last ten years there has been a 
growing taste in the amusement world for 
light opera. In every large city there are per- 
formances of this class of works almost night- 
ly, anda goodly number of troupes all over

operas, The composition ot a novel and pleas- 
ing comic Opera is not the easy task it is con- 
sidered to be. Among the vast number that 
are written very few of them contain merit 
enough to bring success. There is such a 
sameness in them that afterthey have been 
heard afew times the public weary or nem 
and demand new works. Sinee Offen- 
bach died the most successful writers 
of light opera have been Sullivan, 
Von Suppé, and Strauss.

The river banks above the sixth eat- 
aract are crowded with Arabs, In a letter 
calling upon the British garrison to surrender 
the Mahdi implies that Gordon is still alive.

SMALL VOTING PRECINCTS. 

It is unfortunate that the occasional indi- 
cation of purpose on the part of the Council 
to treat the public fairly is regarded with 
suspicion. But the pastcenductof that body 
has naturally led up to this condition of | 
things. ‘The resolution just adopted in. re- 
gard to the voting precincts at the approach- | 
ing city election has every appearance of fair- 
ness; but the public has been treated so badly 
in the past that it will. walt until the Elec 
tion Committee acts upon the resolution and | 
appoints a set ot judges who will command 1 
confidence and respect-in their several pre- 
eincts before the Council will be credited 
with an honest purpose. 

The resolution introduced by Ald. Sulli- 
van, and adopted with but one dissenting vote 


(Ald. Ryan's), has an elaborate preamble 
which sets forth the’ iritention to insure. an

But 
good faith exacts that the voting precincts 
shall be laid out in a compact form, and that 
the polls be established at convenient, ac- 
cessible, and tespectable places. If voting 
booths be set up with an opening higher than 
the tallest man's head, as in bub Of the ro- 
cent city elections, when Gallagher and Mack- 
in bossed the business, or if saleons and 
brothels be selected as polling places, as they 
were by the Van Pelt pans eh De. 
vantage of having smaller precincts will 
largely counterbalanced, and there will be no 
guarantee of an honest vote. 

But the character of the judges is much 
more important than the size of the precincts, 
and in this the people have no assurance 
whatever of fair dealing. The resolution in- 
troduced a few ago calling upon the 
Democratic committees to send in the names 
of two judges and the ‘Republican committees 


precinct is entitled to a majority of the élec- 
tion officers, but it was fairer than the 
Council and County Board have been in 
the hadit of treating the people, and it indi- 
cated a certain amount of concessfor to pub- 
lic opinion. Until the Council shall determine 
to give the Republicans a representation in- 
side the polling places upon which they can 
rely there will ‘be no confidence in the hon- 
esty of the approaching election. 

It is extremely humillating that the people 
of Chicago are compelled to trust to the 
whims or the partisanism of the gang in the 
Common Council in the arrangement of 
voting precincts and the selection of the elec- 
tion judges. The law ought to provide for a 
fair distribution of both—the precincts not to 
exceed 500 voters, and the judges to be ap- 
pointed by the people of each precinct and 
divided between the two parties according to 
their relative strength. The present Legis- 
lature should not leave the people any longer 
the victims of the dominant party in the local 
boards. 


THE “L” RAILROAD SCHEME, 

While the project for an elevated railroad 
along State street has been revived, with a 
notice that the capital nevessary to its con- 
struction can be found, there are reasons for 
thinking @at work on the projected road will 
not be begun immediately.. There are two 
obstacles in the way. 

1. The Adams law” passed by the last 
Legislature, that no elevated railway shall 
be constructed except upon petition of the 
property-owners ‘‘representing more than 
one-half of the frontage of each mile and 
fractional part of a mile” along the line of 
the street or alley where such road is to be 
constructed. That is to say, the owners of 
one-half the property along the line of an 
elevated railroad projected from South Water 
street to the city limits would not be compe- 
tent to authorize the construction. ‘It will be 
necessary to secure the consent of more than 
one-half the ownérs of the property lying be- 
tween Madison and Twelfth streets, being 
the first mile, and more than half the owners 
of the property between Twelfth and 
Twenty-second streets, the second mile, and 
so on for every milé and every fractional part 
thereof. Hence it will be impossible for the 
owners of outlying property to inflict an 
elevated railroad upon the owners of “* down- 
town” property unless the latter assent to it. 

2. The law of Lllinvis provides (Rev. Stat- 
utes, Chap. 47, Sec. 1) that Private prop- 
erty shall not be taken or damaged for pub- 
lic use without just compensation, and that 
in all cases. in which compensation is not 
made by the State in its corporate capacity 
such compensation shall be ascertained by a 
jury.” The capitalists who desire to con- 
struct an elevated railroad in Chicago have 
probably not figured on that part of the cost 
whieh will be represented by damages to the 
abutting property. When they come to do 
so they will ascertain it to be much 
greater than the cost of construction. The 
elevated ruilroad companies in New York 
City have been able so far to avoid the pay- 
ment of damages, but the law in this State 
has been tested so thoroughly that the liabil- 
ity cannot be escaped. Enough owners of 
property along the Ine of State street will 
withhold their Consent with a view to recov- 
ering damages to make the undertaking an 
exceedingly formidable one. 

Of course, the State street property-owners 
are entitled to an elevated railroad if they 
want it, and capitalists have a perfect right 
to build it Whenever they comply with the 
law governing the consent of the property- 
owners ahd providing for the payment of 
damages; but it will be some time before 
these conditions will be established.

The Rev. William W. Patton of. Washing- 
ton, D. C., formerly of Chicago, who had 
the recent verbal encounter with Miss Susan B. 
Anthony, has written a letter to Tur Tan- 
UNE apropos of its comments upon the 
scene, in which he insists that the dispatch 
upon which these commerts were based did 
not correctly state the substance of his dis- 
course. Instead of saying that women when 
educated rushed into skepticism, he advo- 
cated women's education to the utmost, but 
affirmed that when women became skeptics 
they deserted their best friends and rushed 
into peril. We are glad to set the Rey, Pat- 
ton right as to the substance of his discourse, 

There is another matter, however, of much 
more importance than this, at which he dark- 
ly hints in his canl and which will arouse a 
fiendish curiosity on the part of the public 
that will not rest satisfied until thé facts are 
known. It will be remembered that, accord- 
ing to the original version; Miss Anthony is 
described as advancing to the platform or 
pulpit at the close of the discourse and re- 
marking to Dr. Patton that if his mother 
were living shé would take him across her 
knee and spank him.

HYDE PARK CITY OR SEPARATION. 

The manifest destiny of the southern sub- 
urb called Hyde Park is to become apart of 
the great City of Chieago. Its population is 
made up of Chicago people, and it is sepa- 
rated only by an imaginary line running along 
Thirty-ninth street. In every other respect 
the populated district within the limits of the 
old Town of Hyde Park is just as much a 
part of Chicago as the Fourth Ward is. But 
there is no hurry about the union, which is 
sure to come. Thecity will wait till Hyde 
Park knocks for admission. In the mean- 
time it is only necessary for the taxpayers 
down there to keep the natural conjunction 
of interests in view in order to head off any 
officeholding and officeseeking scheme to 
erect a new city government in the elongated 
Hyde Park district. It would be just as sen- 
sible to propose to eréate a new city out of 
Bridgeport and the Stock-Yards, or of the 
North Division, or the West Side. It the 
manufacturing interests of the Calumet re- 
gion have any ambition in this direction 
they should be separated from the residence 
portion of Hyde Park, leaving to the latter 
the village government suited to its suburban 
character. 

The scheme of separation is impeded by 
the controversy over the division of the 
bonded debt, the ownership of the water- 
works, and the parks. But there is nothing 
insurmountable in these obstacles. A sep- 
arate government is provided for the parks, 
and the law assesses the cost of maintenance 
on South Chicago, Lake Townéhip, and the 
present territory of Hyde Park. Each prop- 
erty-owner will continue to pay his park tax 
after the separation in the same proportion 
as now, and all will be entitled to equal use 
of the parks.. Two committees representing 
the southern and rn interests—the res- 
idence and the manufacturing portions—can 
easily agree upon an equitable division of the 
property and liabilities now held in common 
if the people want a change of government. 
The natural line of separation would be that 
dividing the old Township ot Calumet from 
Lake—Eighty-seventh street—which would 
leave the Calumet people a territory about 
hve miles by six miles in area, including 
the lake and the principal manufacturing set- 
tlements, large enough and prosperous 
enough to build up a new city if that is the 
ambition of thé people. But the Chicago 
people who live in the beautiful Village of 
Hyde Park have no sympathies or ambitions 
apart from Chicago, and no desire to support 
any separate machinery of city government. 


THE HOCKI¥VG.VALLEY STRIKE. 

If the recommendation of the officers of 
the Miners’ Union of Ohio that the miners 
aecept a reduction of their pay to @ cents a 


‘ton in order that the mining Interests of that 


State may be able to meet the competition 
of other bituminows districts is, as appears 
likely, the death-knell of the Hocking Valley 
strike, this is an opportune moment to look 
back on the terrible struggle which is draw- 
ing to a close. It was estimated two months 
ago that the strike had cost all concerned— 
mine-Owners, miners, and the business inter- 
ests dependent on them—not less than 
$4,000,000, and this sum must have been in- 
creased since by at least one million more. 
To this loss must be added that which 
cannot like it be expressed in fig- 
ures. The greatest privations have ‘been 
endured by a population of some 
20,000 people. Men, women, and children 
have had insufficient clothing, shelter, and 
food. No figures on the subject, have been 
published, but it is certain that not a few 
lives have been shortened. Permanent ef- 
fects of a serious kind have been produced in 
the Hocking Valley. A large number of 
men living there and supporting families 
there have lost their places, and must look 
elsewhere for employment or remain in the 
doubtful and deteriorating position of surplus 
laborers. Many of these men were Amer- 
icans; not a few of them were the sons of the 
farmers of the vicinity who had taken to 
mining because they found that they could 
make better wages at mining than at plow- 
ing. There is no room for them on the farms 
and their places at the mines have 
been filled by imported Poles, Hun- 
garians, and by cheap-labor blacks whom 
the agents of the syndicate have picked 
up in Virginia, North Carolina, and 
elsewhere. It the coal syndicate had 
continued to pay the men their regular wages 
the difference against the campany would not 
in many years have amounted to the appall- 
ing total which this strike has cost it. If 
the men had accepted the cut, uncalled for 
though it seems to have been, the reduction 
would not have equaled their present losses 
in wages for perhaps ten years. If the 
strike had been prevented the business inter- 
ests of the Hocking Valley would have 
saved ions of dollars, and the future of 
that ‘part of the country would have been in 
the hands of a population far superior to 
that which has now been planted there. 

From the point of view of the good 
there has been a grievous wrong done here. 
The subject of the strike is now under in- 
vestigation by the Ohio Legislature, and it is 
to be hoped that some light will be thrown 
by their discoveries on thé responsibility for 
this wrong; but it is probably too much to 


| hope that legislative wisdom should be 


capable of making any valuable suggestion 
for preventing a repetition of affairs of this 
kind in which the interests of the public are 
ruthlesly sacrificed to the enjoyment of 
the pleasures of private combat by fractions 
of the community. Public opinion, so far as 
it has been made up, condemfis the syndicate 
more than the men, and probably with jus- 
tice. This corporation and the railroud 
which has been its faithfpl ally. through the 
strike are taxing the public for the payment 
of interests and dividends on capital stocks 
and bonds that have been profusely watered, 
It was the compahy which began the strike 
by cutting the men’s wages down summarily 
from 70 and 80 cents a to 50 cents—a rate 
at which a miner has to be very mdustrious 
and stedessful to make $250 a year.

“The miner is also bound 
not to “in any way aid, abet, or counte- 
nance any ‘such “strike, combination, or 
scheme for any purpose whatever” while in 
the employ of thecompany. In the rules 
and regulations which are made a part of the 
contract Sec. 3 states that the company 
will not deal with any committee purporting 
to represent any league, organiza- 
tion, or combination of workmen, 
but will deal directly and individually 
with each of its employés.”’ This attempt to 
deprive the workingmen of the privilege of 
combination which their employers use con- 
tinually id impudent and tyrannical. The 
workingmen have the same right to assemble 
that other cldssés of citizens have, and they 
have the same right to act together within 
the law for the promotion of their united 
interests that their employers have. Ex- 
perience, too, proves that the trade-union 
is a civilizing and conservative force, Out- 
rages are sometimes committed by them, but 
these are fewer than under the régime of 
disorganized and irresponsible mobs of dis- 
satisfied laborers. To forbid the trades-union 
is to feed conspiracy, and these so-called 
shrewd capitalists should be the first to see 
this. 


DEMOCRATIC OFFICESEEKERS RAID 

The feception by the President-elect in 
New York came to a close yesterday, and the 
army of ‘ patriots” and ‘ statesmen” is 
now on its way homeward in a more or less 
perplexed state of mind. The raids which 
have been made upon him can only be con- 
sidered as skirmishes preparatory to the 
grand assault, The tnemy has thrown out 
its advance to feel the way, though it was 
executed on a scale that makes it resemble a 
reconnaissance in force. These pickets will 
now return and make their report; and from 
the very fact that they are somewhat per- 
plexed at their reception we may agree that 
the general assault, when it does come, will 
be one of unexampled im ity. 

Had the President-elect given out that he 
was going to appoint this or that patriot to 
a particular place he would have given the 
opportunity to estimate chances. Even had 
he made confidential communications, they 
would have afforded grounds for calculation, 
and large numbers would have known there 
was no use in making application. Instead 
of doing this, he was as close-mouthed as an 
oyster. The universal consensus of testi- 
mony seems to be that they remember what 
they said to him very distinctly; that he in- 
terposed no obstacle to their flow of conver- 
sation; and that he allowed them te go away 
with the tmpression that he was uncommitted 
in the matter of appointments; but not one 
of them can remember what he said to them 
or anything in the nature of a reply con- 
cerning the main point at issue. Indeed, 
they call to mind that when they waited to 
be enlightened the conversation invariably 
languished. 

As Mr. Cleveland aia not commit himself, 
and did not hint at any preferences, and left 
it to be understood that the way was clear to 
all, it will arouse fresh enthüsiasm and de- 
termination, and every man will be ready to 
join in the rush. Applications and petitions 
will grow more numerous than ever. If the

Their chances are just as good now 
as ever, and they should not. give up all 
their plaees in the innumerable caravan.

They must be on hand 
early. There remain but a few more days, 
and not one of them should give up hope.

Heating Street-Cars. 

CHIcAdO. Feb. §.—|Bditor of The Tribune. |— 
Noticing various articles in your paper treat- 
ing upon the heating of street-cars, and having 
myself been driven from the city that I might 
avail myself of the steam-cars rather than suf- 
fer in street-cars, I have become sufficiently 
interested to procure seme information on the 
subject from the Secretary of the Cream City 
Railway Company at Milwaukee, which com- 
pany has its ears ata very comfortable tem- 
perature at ali times during the winter—never 
overbeated and never cold. 

The heater it uses is a small coal stove ou 
the driver's platform, incased in sheet-iron, 
the beat passing into the car through a radia- 
tor at the side of the door—hence no danger of 
scorching clothing, or of the hay or straw in 
the bottom of the car igniting. 

The heaters complete and in place in the car 
cost about $95 each. The quantity of coal re- 
quired will average a coset of from 380 cents to 
60 cents 
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~ HOW CHOLERA TRAVELS. 

The disease is best known in Europe under 
the names of cholera, cholera-morbus, Asiatic 
cholera, sinee the .cpidemie of 1617 to 1819, in 
Which the Eaglish army under the command of 
the Marquis of Hastings during a war against 
the natives, was rendered unfit for fighting and 
almost annihilated, But. cholera had never 
visited Europe till the present century, when 
in 1880 it appeared in Russie and spread to 
Poland. where the war wes prevailing... Since 
that time, sometimes at longer and sometimes 
at shorter intervals, cholera has appeared in 
Europe. The question why eholera remained 
a thousand years in India before it first be- 
gan to migrate fs one of great interest, but 
one which caunot be satisfactorily answered. 
The principal consideration appears to me to 
be that ide event happened at the time when 
inter m in all direetions, both by 
water and land, had become more rapid. The 
first steamship appeared in the Indian waters 
at the Beginning of the second decade of the 
presentcentury. By land also intercourse was 
greatly -aceelerated. The Russians pussibly 
took cholera from india, Arabia, Afghanistan, 
or Persia, through couriers and stage-coaches. 
It soon became clear that cholera, the specific 
cholera-germ, was in some way or other propo- 
gated along the paths of human intercourse, 
and it also. became evident that unless 
the germs found a suitable soil within 
a certain time they did not fiourish. 
Observers soon discovered that cholera was 
more prone to appear in certain regions and to 
affecc certain localities, while it shynned other 
districts; and, again, that other regions were 
visited at intervals of many years. It is also a 
fact that Asiatic cholera never yet appeared at 
a place which had not previously been in com- 
munication with a region where cholera pre- 
vaiied: and, further, that the disease from an 
in locality never yet passed on to apoth- 
er piace if the journey lasted a certain time 
without interruption. The large intercourse 
between India and Europe, more particularly 
England, by means of ships which sailed round 
the Cape of Good Hope, had. never succeeded 
in carrying cholera from India to England.— 
Dr. Mar von Pettenkofer in Popular Science

9 A Regulating Rule. 

The Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange, which 
has already done much for the advancement of 
the interests of builders and material-men in 
Chicago, has undertaken a new line of duty 
which it is confidently hoped will prove of 
great service to honorable construcuonists and 
material-dealers. In order that the dishon- 
orable element that ever seeks admission to 
such bodies may be eliminated, it has been ar- 
ranged that all bills of contractors overdue, 
and regarding which no satisfactory explana- 
tion has been made, shall be turned over to 
the Secretary ot the exchange, who shall inform 
the debtor of his obligation and request him to 
settie the bill, or explain why he does not, 
within a certain flxed time. Should the delin- 
quent fail to answer the summons the matter 
is to be brought to the notice of the Executive 
Committee, which will act n the case in ac- 
cordance with its judgment. The adoption of 
such a process of regulation of members who 
are prone to negleet their bills is looked upon 
by the exchange as the fairest that could 

e been adop because if a con- 
has good reason for not set- 
tung a claim that reason is beard, and if 
it is as good as be thinks it is, expulsion does 
not ensue, but he is given time to do what is 
proper in the premises. The rule does not 
work a hardsbip to any one, but affords all hon- 
orable contractors the chance to do what is 
right, and aids in their protection from the 
wolves of the trade who get all the money they 
can and pay out nothing.

Building Mémoranda. 

It will be some little time before building 
operations are actively resumed in and about 
the city, but m the architects’ offices and 
among the builders considerable work is being 
done preparatory to the opening. Reports 
from these men onty tend to confirm the con- 
clusions reached by THe Tariscne a few Sun- 


days ago that the coming season would be as . 
busy as that of last year, although it is too carly 


to ascertain anything very definit yet about 
proposed important structures. As to build- 
ing material, outside of common brick there 
will be few changes in prices at the opening of 
the season. The price of brick, owing to the 
reduced stock on hand, will probably range 
from $8.50 to $9.50 per 1,000, but it will not be 
long before the new crop comes in, and prices 
will thereafter soon drop to from $6.50 to $7, as 
in former years, so that the aivanced price of 
brick is not likely to endure long enough to 
interfere with active construction. The ques- 
tion of wages will probably not cut any con- 
siderable figure this spring, for there 
will de plenty of work for all, 
and wages will be about the 
same as last summer and fall. Bricklayers 
will receive from $8.50 to $4, carpenters $2.50 
and $2.75, labourers $1.50 and $1.75, painters 
$2.50 and $3, stonemasons $3.50 and $4, and 
roofers $2.75. Lumber will be somewhat lower, 
perbaps, but taken altogether a house will cost 
about the sawe as last year.

THE GENERAL PLAX. 

The Anarchists are governed by Chief Exe- 
cutive Committees located in New York and 
Chicago, respectively. From the former city 
the orders are all issued. Johann Most and 
Justus Schwab are the leading spirits. The 
New York Committee controls. the disburse- 
ments of all money collected for the cause.“ 
Bach city in which the Anarchists are 
located im any number has what is 
known as a Central Committee, composed 
of two members. from each branch. Thise 
are in direct communication with headquar- 
tiers. An ordinary member is not informed of 
the eperations of the organization. He bas no 
direct proof that his money helped to pay the 
cost of the work performed, but the leaders 
,generally satisfy him on that point. In their 
declaration of principles the Anarchists avow 
themselves in favor of “‘ agitadon for the pur- 
pose of organization; organization for the pur- 
pose of rebellion.” Ihis is, ina few words, 
their whole object. They seek to over- 
throw the present system of law dy 
any metbod—dynamite, murder, and nitro- 
glycerine. All money not assessed as for 
“actual service is supposed to be devoted to 
the support of the main organization. Levies 
for “actual service are speut on dynamite, 
arms, and ammunition.

A SCENE IN COURT. 
CAPT. PHELAN FOUND TO BE ARMED WHEN 
SHORT’S TRIAL CAME UP. 

New Tonk, Feb, %.—|Special.i—-When Capt. 
Phelan appeared in the Tombs this afternoon 
to a end the examination of Richard Short, 
by whom he was stabbed in O’ Donovan-Rosea’s 
office, the counsel for the prisoner, Assembly- 
manJames Oliver, acting on an intimation he 
had received, demanded that the complainant 
should be searched. To the astonishment of 
every person present a pistol, carrying five 
very large cartridges, was found cunceaied in 
the muslin bandage on bis wounded arm. In 
explanation, Phelan said he curried the weapon 
for self-protection and offered an apology 
to Justice Patterson. After sitting in 
the ante-room for about an hour the 
case cameup and Phelan made bis way to the 
Justice's bench, and a moment later Short was 
brought in. When the prisoner and complain 
ant stood before the Justice there was a flut- 
ter of excitement among the large crowd of 
spectators. Every neck was craned to catch a 
good look at the principals in the stabbing af- 
fray, and it was with the greatest trouble that 
the attendants kept the throng. back. Many 
well-known dynamiters were present. “ Rocky 
Mountain O’Brien, wo is said to have been 
with Short when be shot Capt. Phelan, occu- 
pied u front seat. George Smith, the ** Head- 
Centre ot the Manhattan Circle of the Feman 
Brotherhood, sat just behind him. Patrick 
Fiood and P. Sarsfield Cassidy, two other 
“patriots,” were seen hovering about the 
court-room. 

a FACE TO FACE. 

When Capt. Phelan took his place in front 
of the desk Short stood within two feet of bim. 
Phelan looked straight into bis eyes and the 
stare was returned for fully a minute. Coun- 
selor Oliver was standing bebind the com plain- 
ant, and as be moved in front of bim he 
touched bis wounded arm and felt a revolver. 
„our Honor,” said the lawyer, addressing 
Justice Patterson, I demand that the com- 
plainant be searched.” By this time Phelan 
had placed bis right hand under the bandage 
ot bis left and be nervously clutebed the handie 
of bis weapon. The prisoner had his eyes fixed 
on the floor.

„However. if you insist, I will see that your 
wish is complied with. Officer, search that 


man.” 

By this time the sergeant had noticed the 
bandie of the revolver, und grabbed it. Phe- 
lan made wo resistance and it was placed on 
the Magistrate’s desk. The weapon was a 40- 
calibre Colt's revolver. 

SHORT ALSO SEAROHED. . 

When the revolver was taken away from 
Phelan, Short was seen to put his hand in 
his hip-pocket as though searching for a 
weapon. A court officer pinioned his arms 
and tried to search bim. He resisted and at- 
tracted the attention of his lawyer. Let him 
search you, Dick.“ said the counsel. “ You 
baven't got anything. Keep your hands out of 
your pockets.” Sbort's pockets were searched, 
but no weapon of any kind was found. 

The fact that a pistol was found 
on the complainant raised no little com- 
motion in court.

Contined in 
prison, she attempted to poison herself with 
opium, but her endeavors were frustrated. She 
said she had attempted to commit suicide from 
grief at the loss of ber child, and her statement 
was confirmed by a pair of infant’s shoes and 


„loves which she kept by ber. 


Mrs. Dudley refused to promice not to repeat 
ber attempt, and was accordingly confined in 
Millbank Prison, an institution for the con- 
finement of women attempting to poison them- 
selves. Here she displayed all the capricous- 
ness of her disposition, quarreled with some 
attendants and expressed the greatest affection 
for others. Gen. Studholme Brownrigg, C. B., 
aretired officer who served in the Crimean 
war, was Inspecting Justice at that time, and 
heard her story. He became much interested 
in ber, and, regarding ber as a victim rather of 
insanity than of guilty intentions, secured ber 
discharge in May, 1883, and with some difficulty 
procured a position for her as nurse in the 
Queen Charlotte Lying-In Hospital, near Re- 
gent's Park. 

While she remained in thts position she ful- 
filled ber duties with fidelity and earnestness, 
but was subject to many erratic freaks that 
puzzied or scandualized her associates. She was 
very warm-hearted, but ber agtipathies were 
as violent as ber affections. Sue either loved 
or hated with ail ber beart. She is described 
at this time as very graceful and attractive, 
and she received many attentions from gentue- 
men. The loss of ber child still preyed upon 
her mind, however, and sbe cherisbed many 
relics that reminded ber constantly of ber be- 
reavement. Especially fond was she of poring 
over a collection of children’s photographs 
that she had gathered together. After a 
novitiate of two months she graduated us a 
nurse. 6 

Another attempt at suicide caused another 
Imprisoument. This time she was confined in 
Hayward’s Heath Insane Asylum at Sussex, 
where she remained from September, 1883, un- 
til August, 1884. The physicians described her 
as afflicted with moral congenital insanity. 
During the early part of ber couflnement she 
exbibited a strong propensity towards suicide, 
but she gradually | me reconciied to ber 
situation. After her discharge she seems to 
bave gone to Holland, whence she took pas- 
gage to America. 

Mrs. Dudley reached this country last Ser- 
tember. She boarded in New York for atime 
on East Fifty-ninth street, and found employ- 
ment in Dr. T. G. Thomas’ private sanitarium, 
and afterwards at the Roosevelt Hospital. She 
went for a short time to Newark, N. J., to visit 
a Miss Chalmers, whom sbe met in the bospital, 
but ber strange conduct caused a breach of 
friendship. Returning to New York she took 
an apartment at No. 60 Clinton place, where 
she lived untii the day of ber attempt on 
Rossa’s life. She told ber acquaintances in 
New York that she was employed as a nurse, 
and wrote several letters to former acquaint 
ances in England assuring them of her gratify- 
ing success.

PREPARING FOR AN ATTACK ON GUBAT. 

Loxvpox. Feb. 7.—Dispatehes from Korti to- 
day indicate a serious state of affairs at the 
British position near Metemneb Lord Wolseley 
telegraphs to the War Office that a courier just 
arrived from Gubat reports Col. Boscower, 
commanding at that place, as seriousty ill, and 
that the Mahdi's forces are preparing to at- 
tack the British camp.

POSITION OF ITALY. 
PROBABLE ACTION OF THE DEPUTIES IN VOT 
ING ON THE CREDIT. + 

Rome, Feb. 7.—[Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune.]—The news of the fall of Khar- 
toum causes great excitement in Parliament. 
where it is reared that it will be necessary to 
send troops to the interior of the Soudan. On 
this matter your correspondent saw Prime- 
Minister Mancini, who says he will not answer 
the numerous questions on the subject which 
will be brought forward in Parlament, but 
will only give the news that has arrived: from 
the Soudan. Signor Mancini thinks it will be 
necessary to retake Khartoum wit@out delay, 
else not only English prestige will be lost, 
but also European civilizadon will be endan- 
gered. The Deputies pretend to know what the 
terms of agreement between England and Italy 
are, arguing that they are unfavorable to Ital- 
ian interests, and that Italy, for the asking, 
could certainly improve theconditions. Inany 
case, time will bave to be allowed to argue the 
convention which naturally will be presented 
to the House. The Government does not wish 
to engage in a war without the full approval of 
Parliament, the more so because the expedi- 
tion to the Soudon wil! cost 50,000,000 lire. 

There is no news from Massowah, where no 
telegraph exists about the Itallan ships. They 
will in any case remain for some time before 
Massowah prior to going te Assab. To your 
correspondent Signor Mancini also spoke of 
Signor Panterchie, who declared that the 
minority will vote the credits, even as much as 
a hundred million, for the Soudan. A small 
number only will vote against it. In the Cham-

BRUMOBS REGARDING AN ANGLO-ITALIAN AlL- 
IAA. 


Lomwpos, Feb. 7.— [Speolal.— The wildest 
rumors are afloat regarding Italy's proposed 
cobperution with England in tne settlement of 
the Soudan troubie, but no rumor seems to be 
too wild for credence in the present excited 
condition of the public. For instance, it is ab- 


surdly stated that Italy has offered to send an 


army of 35,000 men to assist in the recapture 
of Kbarcoum. This statement would do very 


well in an after-dinner speech to Anglo- 
Italians, but its accuracy is impaired 
by the fact that the Italian Treasury has been 
strained to almost the breaking-point by the 
cost of sending 2,000 men to the Red Sea lit- 
toral, Engiand is not likely to furnish money 
for an Italian army of occupadon, and would 
prefer spending what money she has to spare 
in maintaining the integrity of her sons 
in India after they have been weakened by 
draftsof men for the Soudan.

NO HONOR AT HOME, 


Philadelphia's Many Artists Obliged 
to Seek Patronage in Other 
Cities. 


Notable Collections of Pictures That 
Have Been Made by Quaker City 
Millionaires, 


A Painting with a Curious History—Suit 
Begun Over Another Artistic Gem 
Bits of Gossip, 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 5.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Is Prot. Gosse, the English critic, 
a plagiarist? He said the other day, speaking 
of a visit to Philadelphia: After I had seen 
George H. Boker, and Furness, the Shak- 
sp2arean scholar, and Walt Whitman, I con- 
cluded I bad seen ali the literary society of the 
town.” That is essentially a “ chestnut.” 
When fresh and young the story was this: A 
distinguished English author brought out let- 
ters of introduction to George H. Boker. After 
be had been ‘here a few days he said to the 
puet: “I sbould like to meet some of your 
literary men.“ 

“ Hem!” replied Mr. Boker. “ You have seen 
Mr. Furness?”’ 

ee Les. 

“And Walt Whitman?” 

“ Yes.” 

„Aud here am I.“ 

„Well.“ 

Thors are no more.“ 

It must be owned with regret that there is no 
city in the Republic, remembering always age 
and weaith, that reaches out so little as Phila- 
delphia to ahigtier life. Not only the “liter- 
ary society is meagre, there is no broad 
and deep artistic aspiration of any kind. One 
bears a good deal of the “ Royal Families” of 
Philadelphia, of a social set that pretends 
to be quite as exaited as the Celes- 
tial choir, of men and women who 
prate incessantly of blood and old 
families and plume themselves on the fact of 
their being more or less remote cousins of En- 
glish Lords. These people constitute the inner 
vircle of Philadelphia life, They form the 
“Dest society.“ It is the best because it is 
conceded to be the best; it is the highest, be- 
cause for seventy or eighty years there has 
been an agreement that it shall be the highest. 
It corresponds in outward show, in preteusion, 
in the deference that it receives, to a European 
aristocracy, and no aristocracy exoludes the 
rest of the world from its domains with so 
muoh rigor and vigor. Indeed, men and wom- 
eu who find a welcome in London and Paris are 
shut out of the drawing-rooms of Philadelphia. 


But the analogy goes no further. A 
true aristocracy is always at least a 
respectable thing. It takes, but it 
gives. By reason of the very fact 


of its exalted position, it feels that much is ex- 
pected of it. It bas been the patron of learn- 
ing, of art and science; it has supplied a leaven 
of refinement that bas leavened the lump of 
humanity. We have no need of an aristocracy 
here. It should be frowned down, and talked 
down, and written down. No man who has 
traveled or lived abroad or who has read and 
thought upon the history of the worid need be 
told to pray “God diess the Union every 
day. Still. so far as aristocracies go, I pro- 
nounce for the ene that is more than a pre- 
tentious sham, that lives for something beyond 
bolding its head high in air and the gratifica- 
tion of its own vanity. The course of the 
“ American Peerage” in Philadeiphia, with its 
extraordinary claims and its commonplace en- 
deavors, does not make one long for the per- 
petuation or extension of that institution. 
ARTISTS STARVE AT HOME. 

Tf the culture and spiritof the “ Peerage” 
were as high as its pretensions Philadeiphia 
would bea great conservatory of art. There 


is much here, as things are, to proud of. 
The Acadenry of the Fine A is a noble 
school directed by zealous men. There isa 


group of bright and earnest young agtists 
strugegll against the power of wealthy and 
self-complacent commonplace. How long they 
may be able to keep up the fight before they 
give place to other devoted young spirits is 
simply a question of endurance. Only today I 
was talking with John Sartain, perbaps the 
greatest line engraver in the world, a man who 
has devoted his life to art, and has had con- 
ferred upon him a score of golden jeweis of 
merit by the Powers of Europe and Asia and 
one even by an Indian Rajan. And what did he 
say in his modest little house ina side street? 
This: 1 often wonder who supports the 
artists who try to live in Philadeipbia. Not 
Philadelphia society; no, indeed, not Phila- 
delphia society. If any man born here desires 
to paint or draw be must leave this city, unless 
he has a private fortune. Our artists for sixty 
years have gone elsewhere for support. In- 
deed, the very fact that their work is done else- 
where gives it additional value in the eyes of 
their own townspeople. Young Philadeiphians 
living in Paris derive something from tho sale 
ot pictures that they send here to be disposed 
of. It they lived at home they would be in 
danger of starving to death.“ Mr. Sartain's 
own son is painting in New York. 

Thus indeed it has been from the beginning. 
Benjamin West, the greatest painter that the 
New World has produced, lived, and worked, 
and died in London, patronized by George IIL 
Charles R. Leslie was another Philadelphian. 
His father was a clockmaker, and 60 poor that 
young Lestie while yet a child was obliged to 
go into a store to earn the means with which 
to feed his own mouth. He displayed an ex- 
traordinary aptitude for drawing. His genius 
attracted the notice of some gentlemen, who 
subscribed enough to enable him to go abroad 
to study under West. He acquired distinction 
even in that day, the day of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, as a portrait painter. He aft- 
erwards returned to this country and was 
appointed Master gf Drawing at West Point by 
Gen. Jackson. office was not congenial 
and he went back to England. His sister mar- 
ried Henry C. Carey, the littérateur and philan- 
thropist, who in his time had one of the choicest 
collections of paintings in the country. Leslie 
bas a son now painting with success in Great 
Britain. 

Sully, the great portrait-painter, was on the 
point of leaving this city for New York, and 
was prevailed on to stay only by the fact that 
a number of gentlemen who appreciated his 
gifts succeeded ain obtaining him several 
orders. 

WHY DREXEL BECAME A BANKER. 

The father of Tony Drexel and the founder 
of the great banking house of Drexel & Co. 
was driven out of the domain of artinto the 
world of finance by neglect. He painted some 
portraits so well that he went to a Swiss school 
and spent a few years in study. When he 
came back he set up his easel and looked for a 
return of the moderate old patronage. He 
was disappointed; the patronage didn't come. 
Drexel papa shut up his paint-box, threw away 
his mahlstiek, and opened a prosaic little brok- 
er's shop. From that beginning has grown a 
business so vast that his sons, who have suc- 
ceeded to and extended it, felt justified in writ- 
ing to the late Archbishop Wood of Philadel- 
phia, a» I know, after the financial disaster of 
the late Archbishop Purcell, and when Arch- 
bishop Wood feared that there might bea run 
on him for moneys deposited with him, these 
words: Tou may draw on us, sir, for eight 
miliion dollars.” l 

Tue old man was very d of his success. 
“ My friends said I would fail,” be used to say 
as be looked around on the luxurious appoint- 
ments of his home on Rittenhouse square. 
They said I would loge all my savings when I 
threw away my easel and opened _my little 
bank.

SOME OLD MASTERS. 

The Academy of the Fine Arts has very prop- 
erly obtained many of West's best canvases, 
anc it has on the whole a goed representation 
of the progress made by Americans and a fair 
collection of masterpieces. It is not so much 
for what it has, bowever, that the Academy is 
worthy of praise as for the encouragement that 
it gives to young a and the endeavors it is 
constantly making to diffuse artistic taste and 
to implant it in the breasts of those in whom it 
should have been born. One of the few works 
of higbest art that we have ever bad in 
Philadelphia was burned in a fire some years 
agro in the rotunda of the Achdemy, when the 
building was on Chestnut stréet. It wasa 
Murillo, a Roman daughter suckling her aged 
father, who had been condemned to starva- 
tion. It had acurious history. It was taken 
from Madrid by some Spaniards in 1808 or 9, 
after Napoleon bad captured the city. For the 
purpose of getting it past the French soldie-s 
at the Fates it was gi, en out that an imperial 
artist had painted an altar-piece for a neich- 
boring church. A picture on a sacred subject 
was cut from its frame and the Murillo was 
rolled within n, and so carried safely through 
the gates. The Murillo was taken to Cadiz 
and eame into the bands of the father of Gen. 
Meade, who was Cousul there, and by 
him was sent to this country. When 
it came into the possession of the 
Academy it was bung in a conspicnous position 
in the rotunda, The building had been made 
fireproof. A panel, however, had been 
knocked out for the purpose of ventilating a 
gallery of casts that had recently been erected, 
and the Murillo was hung just over the spot. 
The fire broke out in the statue gallery and 
poured through the open piace, completely con- 
suming the great picture. Many of the paint- 
ings owned by Joseph Bonaparte, ex-King of 
Spain, were also destroyed by a fire at his man- 
sion at Bordentown near here. A Diana by 
Rubens was badly blistered but not destroyed. 
It was left with the Academy until de went 
back to Europewwhen he had it sent to bim. 
The picture was in such a condition 
that the slightest movement would 
cause the paint to fall off. The Acad- 
emy declined to assume the responsibility 
of packing it, and the ex-King was obliged to 
have it shipped by his own agent. Joseph Bo- 
naparte lived for a time in this city, where his 
daughters were great favorits in gociety. He 
made presents of some of his pictures to ladies 
to whom he wished to show a special mark of 
regard.

Among these was adaughter of the elder 
Dr. Chapman, the famous surgeon. He gavo 
ber a canvas by Schedoni called “Charity?” 
Miss Chapman married John M. Gordon of Nor- 
folk, a member of one of the high and mighty 
first families of Virginia. After she and her 
father had died, he sued her father’s estate to 
recover possession among other things of the 
Schedoni. Everything bad not gone lovely 
meantime, and the blunt old Virginian referred 


to families that were thought to be 
of the  bDiuest blood as cordwainers, 
butchers, bakers, and sugar. sellers.

What There Is. to Be Seen in a Paper 
Factory-4 Complicated Proc- 
ess. 


| Miles Upon Miles of White Rolled Paper 
“a A Glimpse at the History of 
the Art. 


Few people who pick up their Taisuye of a 

morning and glance over the news of the world 
as it appears printed on firm white paper give 
a thought to the various wonderful processes 
‘which are daily gomg on to supply their wants 
at atrifiing cost to each individual. Compli- 
cated and interesting as are the mechanical de- 
tails involved in the mere type-setting, stereo- 
typing, and prin the history of the plain 
white paper alone is curious, romantic, and an 
embodiment of the mechanical progress of the 
age. Wonderful as was the invention of print- 
ing from movable types, the gycat “art pre- 
servative of all arts” would be still but a costly 
curiosity were if not tor a corresponding ad- 
‘Vance in the art of making paper rapidly and 
cheaply enough to supply the demand for books 
and periodicais. The fine papers of today are 
as great an advance upon the papyrus of the 
ancients asis the font of beautiful copper- 
plated type an improvement upon the old sys- 
tem of written manuscripts. In the revival of 
learning partiy caused by the invention of 
printing, the first demand was for suitabie and 
cheap paper. and with the increase in the 
number of books and papers has come the ful- 
fillment of that demand, until today the litera- 
ture of the world is placed within the reach of 
the poorest. 

The latest material used in making print- 
paper is wood-pulp. The wood generally em- 
ployed is hemlock, tulip, poplar, or other soft 
timber. It is delivered at the pulp-milis like 
ordinary cordwood, and is then cut into blocks 
about a foot long by two immease macbin es 
with rotary disks. The reduction into puip is 
effected in great boilers. The pulp is bleached 
and pressed into large shects looking some- 
thing like heavy card or straw board, and in 
this shape, tied up in bundies of a desired 
weight, generally about 100 pounds, is de- 

vered at the paper-milis. Of other ma-

With ei ther wethod 
of manufacture the pulp is laid down at the 
paper-mill ready for immediate use. Within 
the last ten years the demand for paper stock 
has become so great that nearly every manu- 
facturer bas been experimenting with some 
new material, and sawdust, manure, bagasse, 
and hundreds ot other substances have their 
enthusiastic champions. At the present time, 
however, for the o: dinary grades of news paper 
the most commonly used materials are rags, 
straw, wood-pulp, and jute. 


As there are between 1.000 und 1,100 paper- 
milis in this country, manufacturing every 
grade from the heavy parchment on which the 
United States prints its promises to pay lerge 
sums to confiding capitalists to the cheap 
brown stuff_in which the grocer’s boy wraps 
up ur poaad of butter, it is evidently be- 
yond the limits of an articie like the present to 

them all or give the reader the inside 

history of every concern in the country. The 
Idea being to show how the paper on which 
newspapers are printed is manufactured, one 
of the milis which turnish paper to Tur Trrs- 


utiful white paper he has 
seen on his way to this den could possibly have 
been manufactured from such unpromising 
materials. The atmosphere in this room is 
close and unpieasant, as the dirty shreds are 
sorted and cleaned. Seated on the floor are 
several men carefully picking over and exam- 
img the rags about them. In the first piace 
they are expected to detect and throw out ali 
foreign material, such as stray bairpins, sus- 
penderbuttons, and other metallic substances, 
which would not improve the even texture of 
the paper. The rags in the bales are supposed 
to be thoroughly sorted, but they require to be 
further inspected and divided according to 
fabric, not color, that the process of reduction 
to pulp may proceed evenly. The next step in 


their ragged career is to the cutter, a ro- 


tary machine with a sharp kaife revolving 
close to a cylinder studded with steel points, 
where the rags are out into small bits. At one 
side of the apartment is seen a series of four 
borizonta!l drums, eontaining cylinders full of 
sbarp teeth which tear the shreds apart, and, 
while rapidly revolving, clean them of the ac- 
comulated dust of years. While standing de- 
fore these machines the visitor is suddenly im- 
pressed with the idea that some bealth officer 
is prowling about the estabiishment, disinfect- 
ing it from possibie cholera germs, and pro- 
ceeding to one corner of the dimiy-lighted 
room the cause is soon ascertained. Ina se-

LIQUOR TUBS.

These large vats. are for making the 
chioride of lime used in treating the rags, and 
are situated in a lower room, where the same 
process of mixing and boiling goes on. Hay- 
ing now seen the chemicals prepared, the straw 
reduced to chef. and the rags to a colorless 
condition, the combination of fhe three may 
next be lavestigated.

The rags @re washed and Bleached 
and washed again, much as the straws bad 
been, until finally nothing is left but a soft 
mass looking like tow, which it is in fact, and 
technically known as half stuf. 
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THE MIXING ROOM. 

The different materials which go to make up 
the paper stock have hitherto teen kept sepa- 
rate, but are now soon to unite their fortunes. 
The rag and straw pulps are brought into a 
large room in huge square trucks. The heat- 
ing engines, as the oval-shaped machines which 
fill the room are called, are provided with pad- 
dles which thoroughly amalgamate the various 
materials as they are moved in a slow current 
round the vats. First 40 per cent of the rag 
pulp is put in, and well beaten up with water. 
Then come men bearing the wood pulp which 


looks like simple bundles of beavy straw board. 


| This pulp comes to the mill ready for use, 


except that in the winter-time it is pretty 
thoroughly frozen and requires to be warmed 
up. This wood-pulp is of the variety made by 
the grinding or mechanica! process, and it too 
forms 40 per cent of the mixture. Then comes 
enough ot the white straw-pulp to make 10 per 
cent. The remaining 10 per cent is the chem- 
ical wood-pulp or jute. At this point are algo 
added the size and a slight tinge of aniline 
colors, blue and red, which leave the mixture 
of a delicate grayish biue, stored in six large 
tanks. As needed the mixture is drawn up 
and passed through the refining engine. Here 
it is ground in a cylinder full of knives, being 
treated just like wheat in a mili-stone. When 
it comes out ot the pipes it is of a unitorm 
consistency. without lumps or flakes, and is 
thick and sticky, ready to be passed on the pa- 
per machines and drawn out into rolis ready 
for the printer. 
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PAPER MACHINE—THPE START. 

The machine, still called a Fourdrinier, 
though the worthy Frenchman would prob- 
ably scarcely recognize it, which makes the 
beautiful white paper from the soft wet pulp, 
looks more formidable than it really is, and its 
operations are conducted with admirable sim- 
plicity. The work is done so quickly and 
quietiy that one soon realizes that the great 
work in the manufacture of paper is the mak- 
ing of the pulp or stock, for the actual process 
of converting this pulp into an endless roll of 
white paper seems almost absurdly simple, 
after one has groped about in stifling steam- 
filled rooms looking at the endless washings, 
and beatings, and bleachings. As the visitor 
enters the room he fotices a thin stream of 
pulp dropping from a pipe, the quantity care- 
fully regulated according to the desired capa- 
city of the machine, and looking for ali the 
world like beautiful light-blue foam or suds. 


It drops in a thin stream into a square vat 


known as a mixing box, where it passes through 
a wire-screen. This operation is repeated, the 
result being to deposit the thin current evenly 
on an endless wire-webd which carries the pulp 
along looking like carefwly-strained gelatine. 
By this gradual mouon mugbh of the water 
drops through the web, d gradually but 
quickly the gelatine turns before one’s eyes to 
wet paper. This drying process is aided by 
the web passing over a metal-box with pipes 
running through tothe centre. A siphon attach- 
ment gravs out the water from the roll. The 
web ig then passed between what is known as 
the cooch- rolls.“ heavy iron cylinders four 
teen inches in diameter, under whose pressure 
the water is forced out, and the pulp is palpa- 
bly now an endless sheet of paper fifty-six 


women to perform the work of counting, fold- 
ing, and inspecting the paper as it is delivered 

to them by the machines, and it is bere that 

the known deftness of female fingers comes 
into play. Publishers are generally particular 
as to the quality of paper they use, and the 
successful newspaper is easily recoguized by 
the quality of the material upon which it is 
printed. Hence, all the more reliable mills 
keep up @ constant inspection to maintain 
their reputation, and each roll and ream is 
carefully watched to see that it be up to the 
mark. The most common grades of print 
paper are news No. 1, whichis quoted at 5 
6% cents per pound; rag and wood worth 5 
6% cents, and straw 5% @6% crnts. 


Although the paper comes in buge rolls fresh 
from the mill it is not when it arrives in the 
press-rooms of Tun TripuNne ready for the 
press. Paperto be printed upon must have 
been recently dampened. Each roll is 


| stretched across a sprinkler, and after baving 


been thoroughiy dampened is rerolied. All 
this, of course, is done by steam power. Then 


| the great roll is attached to the presses, the 


wheels revoive fast and faster, the stereotype- 
plates on the great cylinders go whizzing 
around ang around, the paper is printed on 
both sides, cut, and folded, and for it a new 
career bas begun. The rag which, perchance, 
but lately fluttered on the beggar’s frock is 
no part and parcel of a great daily, doing its 
part in instructing, amusing, warning, and ad- 
vising a continent.

One must first see the raw materials them- 
Selves. In the storehouses are balés upon 
bales of filthy-looking rags, while in the lofts 
are tons of clean rye straw. The first piece of 
machinery to strike the eyagjs a simple little 
affair built not unlike the ordinary feed-cutter. 
The straw is cut into bits about two inches 
Jong by means of a pair of knives worked by 
machinery, the whole graduated so that the 
Straw may be in short pieces enough to be 
easily treated. but not so small as to destroy 
the fibre. This cutting is simply a preliminary 

reeésas, rendering the straw more tractable 

nder the many trials it has still to undergo 
ore it comes out fullfiedged pulp. 


with the fiery alkali in that borrid revolving 
iron boiler the unfortunate straw, now re- 
duced to.a very disorganized condition indeed, 
is washed in tubs provided with agitators and 
false bottoms, in which itis beaten and cleansed 
from all traces of the alkali and other foreign 
substances. After being run up into a tank it 
passes to the wet machine,” where the pulp, 
still in the brown state, is run into sheets, 
squeezed, flattened, and relieved of neariy all 
its moisture. 
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The straw pulp is now in the condition 
known as brawun stuff.” It is good enough 
pulp as it stands, but must be cleaned and 
whitened. This is done in the bleaching room, 
where are a number of elliptical vats, at one 
side of which runs a ey inder, beneath which 
the pulp is subjected to a triturating process 
and treated liberally with the chioride o/ lime, 
the whole mass-being kep in motion about the 
bleaching machines, which are about ten feet 
in diameter, for from two and one-balf to three 
hours. It is then emptied into vats, where it 
stands for twelve bours or more, as needed, 
and comes out white and pulpy. , 


THE RAGS. 
Meanwhile the rags, or what was left of them 
after being torn to pieces, have been enjoying 
a career exactly similar in its general features 
to the life led by the straw. After the sorting- 
room come the rag machines, where 


they Keep up a merzy grand rigdt and left, 


length. This is then covered with coarse wrap- 
ping-paper, weighed, marked, and is ready for 
shipment. The smaller newspapers, however. 
use separate sheets, and these are cut off the 
roll by an ingenious process. The sheet passes 
on to a large cylinder over which run two 
knifed wheels, which trim the sheet to the de- 
sired width. Another knife working trans- 
versely and automatically cuts off each sheet, 
which is deposited by a fly on the tabie below, 
whence it is taken off by hand to the adjoining 
rooms to be foided, weighed, and sorted. While 
the system in use iu the mill, taken as an ex- 
ample, is especiaily adapted to the manufact- 
ure of what is known as print-paper, it is essen- 
tially the same us that adopted for the produc- 
tion of the other grades, both finer ana poorer, 
There are modifications, of course, required by 


different circumstances, but the general prin-. 


ciples are the same in all mills.

17 
the purchaser can produce the rug with this 
quantity of wool she is given permanent em- 
ployment in rugmaking at $3 per dozen, but 
the amateur, as a rule, uses up from twelve to 
fifteen ounces of wool, and consequently is 
given wool for only one rug at a time until she 
becomes an expert in the business. When she 
is able to make a rug with ten ounces of wool, 
and is able also to give security tor the value 
of the material, she can get material for one 
dozen rugs at a time, and by constant work 
may make from one to two dozen per week, 
thus earning from $3 >. Mr. Irving said 
that he bad about twenty thirty women on 
his books who worked steadily at the business. 
From 300 10 400 people, he said, had bought 
machines during the month of Januury, and 
bad each taken a pattern home to ex- 
periment with. The rugs were sold to 
wholesale houses at about $8 per dozen and re- 
tailed at $leach. He believed that the busi- 
ness was not in any way misrepresented in the 
advertisements and circulars, and argued that 
a knowledge of the work and the free lessons 
given to make one perfect in it were in them- 
selves a sufficient recompense for the money 
invested in the machine. 

The fact remains that not more than 5 per 
cent of the people who buy machines follow 
out the business as a permanent employment, 
and it is therefore no harm that women who 
reply to these advertisements should know ex-

INTERNATIONAL EXTRADITION LEAGUE, 

BERLIN, Feb. 7.—Austria has been asked to 
join Germany and Russia in the formation of 
an International Extradition League based on 
the principles of the treaty recently oomplet- 
ed between Germany and Russia for the mu- 
tual extradition of Anarchists. 

STRINGENT LABOR LAW.

He 
who learned this story in childhood and has 
since gone so much into life as to have known 
many of the 8,000 who constitute the Men of 
the Time will have it recalled many a time by 
the morning paper when he reads in it how 
this or that man of note whom he has met bas 
“passed away. This morning it is the death of 
Cept. Frederick Gustavus Burnaby, whom I 
have met “in the world of London.“ He was dis- 
tinguished for many things, chiefly for his 
“Ride to Khiva.” The last great work on 
Central Asia deciares that Burnaby really saw 
less and learned less of the country than any 

whoever went among the Turcomans, 
yet he achieved by his booka far greater 
popularity and success than did Gohogan, 
Prej¢tailsky, Schuyler, or O'Donnell. There is 
something in this, but for the multitude for 
whom there is no suecess whatever to be com- 
pared to mere personal success, Burnaby was 
quite as good as any other man, and a 
dea) better, as the Irishman said of every man. 
He was a very bandsome, distingué person. 
In bis early years be had as an officer traveled 
through South America and in Central Africa. 
The cause of his recall from Cen- 
tral Asia was eminently disgraceful 
to the English Government, and especially to 
the Duke of Cambridge, who, at the instiga- 
tion of the Russian Government, ordered his 
return from Central Asia. When the full his 
tory of the foreign policy of England during 
the last twenty years shall be written it will 
be found to be uaparalleled inthe annals of 
diplomacy for mean cowardice, shabby truck- 
limg to balf-avowed enemies, sbiliy-snallying, 
red tape, petty personal ancroyance, and blun- 
dering generally.

A TITLED TRAVELER. *® 

Speaking of men of the time who have trav- 
eled m the East, and been in many batties, and 
placed their names high on the roll of fame, I 
am at present a feliow-guest witb one of the 
most eminent, at the house of bis niece. I re- 
fer to Lord Napier of Magdala. Asa raconteur, 
a narrator, Lord Napier is one of a thousand, 
Dut is singulariy modest and reticent as to his 
own great deeds. Yesterdhy evening (I trust 
that this is not gossiping, or, if it be, that it is 
pardonable as regards such a very public char- 
acter), what with talking of Grant and Gettys- 
burg we got to the Indian war, and I had the 
great pleasure of hearing from him a detailed 
eacoount of his experiences at Lucknow. At the 
conclusion he remarked that the reminiscences 


’ were very painful to bim, and that he had 


rarely conversed with regard to them. I was 
subsequently assured that it was avery re- 
ble occurrence, and that very few in- 
had ever heard from him what he had so 
kindly narrated to me. iwas struck witha 
Wing anecdote of bis experiences as an 
engineer, which manifested a true Yankee in- 
ventiveness. On one occasion when be was 
roads he had not enough mento ac 
complish a great task in a certain given time. 
There are in Northern India certain semi- 
gypsies who get a living by makine mill- 
stones. When a great number cf these (stones, 
nat gypsies) are manufactured they pass a 
long pole through the holes in a great num- 
ber of them, attach ropes to the

A TOPER’S BEQUEST. 

I bave been reading a book on London tav- 
ern signs, and I was intimate of ola with the 
great tober Edwards who executed a stu- 
pendous work on “The Old Inns of Great 
Britain.“ Within my own experience I have 
picked up many unpublished odd items on this 
subject. On my way to the British Museum I 
pass frequently in Oxford street a tavern 
called the North Pole. It is not generally 
known (and Iam told that its landlord is ex- 
tremely averse to having it made known) that 
any man who chooses can legally demand at 
its bar a certain small measure of gin for one 
fartbing. It will be admitted that this is run- 
ning it down extremely thin on the price of an 
excitement. And the history thereof is 
as follows: One stormy night a century 
or more more ago—in fact, it may have been 
in the time of the second-best Charles for all I 
know—a wealthy but weary traveler was walk- 
ing about the streets of London. It was so 
late that all the inns were closed and this gen- 
tleman bad on him a painful jag for ago 
of gin. After muchtrouble de succeeded in 
inducing one publican to open unto him, but 
when be came to the purchasing point be 
found that he had in his pocket only a farthing, 
and for this slight sum they would not sell bim 
gin or anything else. Like the lady with whom 
it was marriage or nothing, they would not 
recognize the retail business. This gentleman 
went home and eventually perished—I sup- 
pose of disgust at the unearth- 
ly wnobarity of the tavernkeepers— 
but ere he died he provided in bis will that 
there should be built a public house (The 
North Pole) at which forever every man 80 in- 
clined might obtainadrink of gin for one 
farthing. 

Iam told that it is, however, by no means an 
agreeable task to attempt to make this pur- 
chase. Some years ago an American friend of 
mine induced some poor devil in the street by 
the bribe of a shilling to apply at the tavern 
for a farthing’s worth of gin. The result was 
not a success. The applicant was simply 
“‘urled edlong bout of doors.” Then tne 
American himself entered, and, having 
had and pad for an ordinary drink 
in the usual way, entered into oconversa- 
tion with the landlord on the subject. 
The bost admitted chat there was such a clause 
in bis lease, but professed such disgust for any 
man mean enough to avail himsolf of it that, 
as be candidly admitted. He couldn't abear 
to ‘ave them in the ‘ouse.” His own generous 
and high-toned nature was so far above the 
Little that he could not for bis life resiat the 
Impulse which impelied him to kick such dis- 
graces to humanity out of doors. 

Apropos of this gin-generosity, J know of 
another little-known dispensing in London. 
Long, long ago a charitable and wealthy man 
invested or me across the recipe for an 
eyewash which de believed to be in- 
tallibie. So be left a large sum which was so 
disposed that any person who chooses to 
apply for it can bave a measure of the medica- 
ment fqr nothing. But there are not many 
that apply for it that ever I beard of. 


OLD-TIME TAVERNS. 

What antiquary that seeks London knows 
not Crosby Hail? It is very near my banker's 
in B.shopegate, therefore I see it when I want 
money. Crosby Hall, which does a roaring 
business as a tavern and restaurant, really 
dates from the Gothic Middje Ages. As a wen- 
ber of the Anti-Scrape Society—I mean of the 
Association for the Preservation of Ancient 
Buildings, presided over by the poet William 
Morris—I ‘might object to the immense 
amount of restoration, and gilding, 

ornament, and „ mid-deviling ”’ 
or medievaling which this ancient 
bostelry bas undergone. However, the effect 
is good, and the beer no worse, and the rit- 
tles is comfortable, so that on the whole I 
never take a glass of better there witbout feel- 
ing as if the jolly ghosts of Ehakapeare, now 
that the Boar's Head Tavern is no more, might 
~ — invisibly drinking with me in Crosby 

all. 

Just as there are in St. John’s Wood, where! 
now dwell, many beautiful villas which by 
their fashion, and vines, and gardens, and low- 
down pariors seem as if they might be afur 
inland in sweet Surrey, or dainty Devon, or 
quaint Kent, so there are in London many 
quiet, old-fashioned barrooms or pubiics, 
where a man may imagine dimselt 
not exactly in che Middle Ages, but certainly 
far back in the reign of George the Fourth, in 
the times of coaches and when people still be- 
lieved in ghosts and romance, and all things 
were, if not antique, at least old-fashioned. I 
know more than one of these where mere is a 
comely and civil barmaid who after the seo- 
ond or third visit knows a gentieman customer 
as quite an old friend, and converses with sim- 
ple affability as to the bouse and neighborbood, 
and where the landiady and landiord manifest 
by great and high politeness their sense of 
bis patronage. They are becoming rare, 
these old-jashioned bars. I am sorry 
to say that they are generally 
anything but * gentcel"’—their habitués are 
of the most middling of the middle class, but 
O! bow much more respectabie they are than 
the loud roaring flaunting gin-palaces. To my 
taste they are infinitiy preferable even to the 
Criterions (a fooi’s name), and Emporiums, and 
Holborns, and railwuy restaurants, where 
showy bar-giris lie in wait to many French 
and Russian nobiemen (they do it, sometimes, 
according to Truth)—and there are crowds of 
would-be golden or at least brass-iackered and 
pewter youth executing the shiny vulgar to 
absolute perfection, and where everything is 
eleotrio light and chromo. 


CHEAP AND GOOD MEALE&. 

Some advantages there are, however, even 
in these ioud, garish, overdone modern places. 
You can get at them a good steak or a noble 
chop, far beyond any American mutton, with 
potatoes and a pint ot ultra-superior ale, and 
butter and. cheese, all for 18 pence—nay, in 
several you oan accomplish a fair lunch and a 
giass of ale fora shilling. The evening tadle 
d’bote rom two shilling and sixpence to three 
and six is good, and it is given among gorge- 
ous surroundings on a grand scale, with a band 
ot music. There is really in all Paris nothing 
so cheap as this. Paris has of late years be- 
come very dear. A bottie of Macon vieux, which 
costs two shillings in London, costs from four 
to six in Paris. A Frenchman always thinks be 
has settled everything forever when be has 
given a plausible reason for it. So when you 
ask him why this is like that be replies. Mon- 
sieur, "ést i’octroi” ( Sir, it is the town duty 
on provisions). Butif you ask. Wherefore 
the town or barrier duty?“ be shrugs bis sboul- 
ders. The real cause is that every French Gov- 
ernment is afraid lest Paris should be France 
in reality asitistoo often i volutions. A 
Paris of 5,000,000 inbabitants would be an in- 
ferno of rebellion and all vile passions—it is 
pretty well ungovernable full oft as it is. 80 
the octroi, the duty on provisions, keeps the 
city from growing too fast. It is said that one 
need ouly ad a iittie to Paris to make of it 
Paradis, but to live in this Paradise 
the citizen of the fair 
pay frigbtfully. The result 
most debased and debasing and widely-epread 
money worship in the world—an adoration of 
“le mouvement ’’ which means fevers of stock- 
gambling and extravagance. Read any novel 
reflecting the general French ideal of lite as 
it should de and wifat do we have? A young 
gentieman with many millions who belongs to 
a cercle where a parce! of clothes-horses 
and fast-horse meu like timself gamble and 
keep mistresses, and run after other men's 
wives, and are brought into adventures 
more or less stagey and silly. But under and 
through it all runs the clink of gold. and 
we see that the writer himself if he 
bad money would be if he could one 
of these 100 young men about whom 
there have been written at least 1,000 
novels and as many of stories. Whether 
the writer affects to satirize lucre-lust 
and society. or only describe it, it comesin the 
end to this: that money and madextravagance 
with it form tbe principal passion of the 
Parisian world to an extent which history has 
never before beheld. In it ail there is almost 
no place for philanthropy and no sense of the 
immense responsibilities and duties of wealth. 
Tunt a man who has made millions out of his 
fellow-men is under the least obligation to 
spend it save as be pleases never seems to en- 
ter the head of any of those whose ideal and 
idol is success. That a man who ig so tar fa- 
vored by fortune as not to be pelled to 
work himself owes it as a sacred duty to the 
world to devote his life to reforms, charities, 
and benevolence would be scouted even by the 

majority of pious people, the proof being in 
this, that there are so very few of them who 
really do 80. 

PRISON REFORMS. 


If any one believes that there is a large pro- 


of good people in the world who devote 


much time or thought to duty, be has but to 
look about bim and find what is the real condi- 
tion of all the prisous—let us say in America. 
I only know that in Moyamensing Prison in 
Philadelphia four prisoners may be found ina 
cell built for really only just large enough 
for one. I only know that in that city a few years 
ago, at least, the prisons in which the newly-ar- 
rested were confined over-night were shameful, 
suffocating dens, crawling with vermin. I only 
know that in that city there bas been for fifty 
yoars, at least. arrangements made between 
many magistrates and their alguazils to 
arrest many poor wretches charged with 
nominal, or  venal, or trumped up 
offenses and charges, merely to extort the 
usual $1 fine which is shared between the m 
istrate and constable. I have known a case in 
which two dozen poor, newly-arrived Italians 
were arrested and put into prison, cremmed 
tour in a cell, because they could not pay a 
fine far beyond what the law exacted, and all 
for the mighty offense of picking those bones 
up out of the street Sunday which it was the 
duty of the municipality.to have removed Sat- 
urday. I saw these poor wretcbes in their cells 
—I sball never forget how they crowded up to 
the grating, with their wild eyes and keen 
features, looking like hawks in a cage, and bow 
they poured forth their complaints in Neapol- 
itan and Tuscan patois. So they were punished 
for doing something for which they should 
really have been rewarded, and Count Golli. 
the Consul who investigated the case, will bear 
me witness that all I have said is true. Un- 
iden mers there is no Americau Consul in 
Philadelphia to protect the peor. I only men- 
tion Philadelphia, not as a frigntful example, 
but as an illustration of abuses which are to be 
found all over the United States and in some 
parts of Europe. I have recentiy read an ac- 
count of prisons in America which ex- 
hibits a state of misery, immorality, filthiness, 
and enforced crime which cries aloud to 
Heaven. And where are y whose duty it is 
to aid the Prison-Reform Association and work 
for the extirpation of these enormous 
abuses? Enjoying in retreat the money 
which they have nobis earned by the 
sweat of their brow—and that of sco res of oth- 
ers. In this City Of Philadelphia, which is 
erecting in the middle of a street the ugliest and 
most sillily contrived mass of public buildings 
on the face of the earth, at a cost of $15,000,- 
000, thousands of chiidren bad to remain this 
year without education because the local gov- 
ernment was literally unable to give the School 
Board the meavsof erecting schoolhouses. 
«Again I assert that this is not characteristic of 
the City of Penn. It is only ‘what may be 
found everywhere, and what will exist until 
it shall be generally felt that ** richesse oblige," 
that wealth. and leisure. and talents have their 
duties, and till it is believed that real religion 
exacts that we are as much bound to save 
other people's bodies as our own souls, 
It is this religion, this altruism, and this alone, 
which will combat the Socialism at which so 
many Jaugh as absurd, but which, unless it is 
combated by public spirit, benevolence, and 
duty, will yet produce incredible disaster. 
“GO TO AMERICA.” 


Mr. Pidgeon has been holding forth at a 
meeting in which America and emigration were 
discussed, and at which Mr. Minister Lowell 
spoke. 80 the Conservative organ, the Sta und- 
ard, devotes a column this morning to pointing 
out to is readers that no one ougit to emi- 
grate to America. The arguments are the old 
ones that. though wages are higher, everything 
costs more, and to illustrate or prove this the 
writer draws his instances of prices, sot 
from our cities, but from the gcold-camps 
of Montana, where it is true enougb a suit of 
common clothes sometimes costs a hundred do 
lars, and whisky is retailed at adoliar a drink. 
He forgets to mention that with all this there 
is no corner of Engiand where men, on the 
whole, spend less money on clothes than in 
these wild American regions. He might have 
added that there is no place on earth out of 
Egypt where whisky is so little needed as in 
the exhilarating climate of our Western States. 
He might bave added also when he declares 
that labor on an Enelish farm is lighter and 
pleasanter, the food and sbeiter at the smallest 
farm house much better than on the wild 
prairies, at the ranch of the. wealthy cattie- 
owner,” that be compares the best phase 
of. Engiush rural life with that which 
is exceptionally bard in America. 
It is true at times that * coarse, bad fare, 
separation from friends and associates, and a 
complete loss of mental culture must be the 
lot of any decently-reared lad who tries to find 
a fortune in carting manure in lowa, herding 
sheep in California, or driving cattie in the 
Rocky Mountains.” There are such cases. 
But what the Standard does not explain is 
why there are now not a few but many more 
than decently-reared young Englishmen, 
yea noblemen, and rich ones at that, who find 
a strange delight in roughing it as severely 
out West as any cowboy, who have passed 
years in driving cattle thousands of miles an- 
nuaily, and will not thence away. What does 
not appear in this really ingeniously uutruthful 
editorial is the account of what makes 
& poor man’s farm-life in England mean and 
sad, and what exaltsit in America to hap- 
piness. I cau best explain this by a reminis- 
cence. Once I found myself one evening some 
years ago far out West in Kansas, near to 
where the Indian enemy and the buffulo were 
to be found in those days. I was seated in a 
country store—i. e., shop-tavern and general 
club room of the just begunsettiement. There 
were present editors, a Congressman, rougu 
laborers, ana adventurers, but all so exactly 
alike in garb, and all so equal im their treat- 
ment of one another, that it was not until I en- 
tered into conversation with this manor that, 
that 1 ascertained who was cultured 
and who was not. Then 1 keenly 
felt that there are such things as independence, 
equality, and fraternity which, even when ac 
companied by hard work and a rough lite. 
make it infinitly preferable wm one even where 
“labor is lighter and pleasanter and the food 
and sheiter much better.” It is remarkable, 
however, that notwithstanding the Standard, 
young Eüglisbmen continue to flock into Amer- 
ica allee samee,“ as Jobn Chinaman says, 
for something they must do to live, and this 
island will hold no more than are now on it. 

The last English article which I read on this 
subject proved that it cost more to live in 
America, by citing the prices of rooms at the 
Brevoort Hotel and Delmonico’s in New 
York. And I Dave beard of instances in the 
same city in which $15 apiece was given 
for rosebuds, but I never beard that all this 
affected the price of pumpkins in New Jersey. 
And, indeed, after all said I am not sure that 
Mr. Moritz Loebenstein does not seil common 
ready-made cicthing, such as ranchmen need, 
and even much of a better quality, quite as 
obeap as any which can be purchased in En- 
gland. A careful examination of the adver- 
tising columns of THe TRIBUNE seems to con- 
clusively establish this. I make a present of 
the statement to any enterprising dealer who 
will supply a few more of those fashionable 
suits’’ at de bottom price.“

put upon bis family forever. O, he had a 
splendid funeral! The Society of Literary Peo- 
ple turned out in force to accompany his bier, 
and so did a strong deputation of that French 
Academy to which he bad only just been eleoted. 
but where be bad never yet been officially re- 
ceived, and there were delegations from half a 
dozen patriotic associations and colleges, and 
several Miatsters of State, and at 
least forty private oarriages, while the 
“coffin disappeared beneath the avaianche of 
floral offerings,"’ and the legendary crocodile 
would have grown geen with envy at the 
lachrymal torrents shed over the tomb, but 
might bave taken comfort bad it listened to 
the post-obituary of some of those who bad 
been most lachrymal and their reflective com- 
parisons between civil interments and 
burials of dogs.

ENO IN QUEBEC. 


The Ex-President of the Second Na- 
tional Bank of New York Astonishes 
the @anadians. 

Quebec (Can.) Letter to New York World: 
John C. Eno is apparently becoming acoclima- 
tized. Clad in a heavy driving coat of raccoon 
fur, with seaiskin cap, the ex-President of the 
Second National Bank, New York, is to be seen 
daily on St. Louis street behind a splendid span 
of bay mares on his way to the St. Louis Hotel 
from his house in the country. The busteiry, 
which served for some weeks as John 
C. s prison, still possesses for him consider- 
able attraction, for there he ordinarily 
spends two or three bours a day. There also 
his daily mail is delivered, and scarcely a day 
passes that he does not call himself for his let- 
ters and papers. Eno expresses himself as 
charmed with the Canadian winter, and his 
children, who suffered severely one after 
another with typhoid and other low fevers 
while they remained in the hotel., bave never 
enjoyed better bealth than since they re- 
moved to the country. The new residence 
of the ex-President was for many years 
the elegant abode of R. R. Dodell, Quebec's 
leading lumber merchant, who has gone to 
reside in Engiand for a term of years. Mr. Do- 
bell is son-in-law of Sir David McPherson, Pres- 
ident of the Senate, and has leased his property 
at Beauvoir to Mr. Eno, or, rather, to Mra. 
Woo l, his sister, for $1,800 a year. Beauvoiris 
beautifully situated three miles from the city 
on the St. Louls road, and in the midst of beau- 
tiful grounds laid out in groves and lawns, with 
conservatories, etc., the whole overlooking the 
St. Lawrence, He bas for near neighbors the 
Lieutenant-Governor for the province and Mr. 
J. M. Lemoine, the Canadian naturalist and 
author and intimate friend of Mr. Francis 
Parkman of Boston. 

Mrs. Eno appears to go out but little, and is 
seldom met bere in society. John C. on the 
other hand cannot be very much-at home. He 
bas joined what ie known as the Merchants’ 
Club in St. Rooh’s suburbs, an organization 
composed almost exclusively of French-Cana- 
dians, but be bas not ventured his name before 
the committee of the Garrison Club, an up- 
town and military organization noted for the 
exceptional exclusiveness of its members. 
Jobn C. has spent two or three evenings a week 
for the last few weeks playing a billiard tourna- 
ment held under the auspices of the Merchants’ 
Club. Against him were pitted nine of the best 
players inthe city. Eno won every game he 
played and oarried off the prize, a medal valued 
— He gave $20 himself to form a second 
prize. 

The ex-President is a frequent attendant 
upon the performances of the Dime Museum 
and somctimes brings Mrs. Eno with him. A 
few evenings ago he gave an elegant dinner at 
bis country house to the lawyers who defended 
him during bis trial on the extradition pro- 
ceedings and to other friends, some of them 
bigh officers in the administration of justice in 
this city. 0 

Notwithstanding the earnest protestation of 
friends, who are continually warning bim of 
his danger, but at whose fears he good-nat- 
uredly laughs, Evo persists iu arrivmg home 
from the city at all hours of the night. The 
St. Louis road is very quiet and secluded at all 
times, and nothing would be easier tor a smart 
detective thanto kidnap the ex-President on 
his way, cross the river with him on the ice, 
and have him driven across the American 
frontier almost before de could be missed.

the organized fighting material there into mil- 
itary shape. These men were paid out of the 
Fenian treasury according to their rank—that 
is, according to the rates paid to United States 
officers. This in itself was a heavy draft upon 
the funds, but it enabled the militury Irisb- 
American to have a good time tn Ireland, and 
they enjoyed _jt like officers and gentlemen. At 
this time the British lion was fast asleep, and 
was at last aroused by the square-toed boots of 
the gentlemen in question. The police autbor- 
ities were more than puzzied at the unusuai 
number of foreign-shod fellows, with slouch 
bats and bronzed faces, that swaggered 
through the quiet little Irish towns and vil- 
lages, spending money freely and spoiling for 
„ me coming fight. No doubt there were scal- 
awags among them, but with these exceptions 
they were all picked men of splendid records 
as soldiers. Of course it has often been said 
that tney were cowards, that they did not figbt 
because they were afraid ot the police,”” and 
that they were simply known as living upon 
the wages of poor Irish servant-giris in this 
country, etc., eto. Well, this is one side of the 
story, and, true or false, it is repeated so often 
that it is becoming tiresome, and it may be as 
well, just for the variety of the thing, to give 
the other side. I am informed that most of the 
officers who went to Ireland were carefully se- 
lected by John O'Mahony because of their 
promotion for bravery in the field, and the 
story of their failure in Ireland can be told in 
a few words. Their presence in that country 
aroused the suspicions of the authorities. 
They made little effort at concealment, princi- 
pally because they knew that their bronzed 
faces would be apt to give them away under al- 
most any circumstances. The police machinery 
was set in motion, and the British authorities 
were astounded at the discovery that many 
regiments of the line in Ireland and all the 
militia were thoroughly honeycombed with 
Fenianism. This was in 1865. The proceeding 
on the part of the British Government at this 
juncture was cautious and wise. No excite- 
ment was shown; no arrests were made. The 
disaffected regiments were one’ after another 
quietly spirited out of the country, and when 
the time came for calling out the militia no 
call was made. They were left severely alone 
and unarmed, In this way the whole nucleus 
of the Feuian: army was wiped away without 
tne firing of a single shot. This was the biow 
that settied the business for the Irish-Ameri- 
can officers. They were recalled. They obeyed 


orders, and that is the whole of it. The Gov- 


ernment then dealt with the leaders of the 
movement. Of course some officers refused to 
return, and started littie sideshows in the name 
of Fenianism, which could amount to nothing. 

There now is the other side of the story. 
Probably it is just as interesting as the old one. 
It certainly goes to show that in che eleventh 
bour the British Government was too small for 
the would-be revolutionists. What the latter 
could bave accomplished if the Government 
kept on sleeping it is idie to speculate. It is 
not probable that they could have effected the 
separation of Ireland from England., but they 
certainly came very near starting a most for- 
midable rebellion. In the light of a littie com- 
mon-sense and inquiry the thing does not seem 
so ridiculous as it bas been so trequently rep- 
resented; and, to say the least of it, there is 
some ground for the suspicion that the oft- 
repeated charge against these men of knavery 
and cowardice is made more in blind prejudice 
than in good faith. 

It will be seen that the cost of this organiza- 
tion in Ireland and its incidental expenses 
drew heavily from the treasury of the Fenians, 
without counting the immense cost of arms 
which had now to be provided for, in the ab- 
sence of the arms which Stevens thought the 
Government would put into the hands of the 
militia which, in 1865, might be termed his 
militia, and with which the row was to be 
started. The quiet setback that the organiza- 
tion got in Ireland created impatience. Plans 
were made and the money was rapidly gathered 
for the arming of the men inthe gap”; but 
it was necessarily slow business, and the im- 
patience had already begun to manifest itself 
bere. It is said that at one time as much as 
$10,000 a day was poured into the treasury, out 
of which Stevens got $5,000 a day: but the work 
of arming the men was carried on so slowly 
that the eagerness of the American Fenians, as 
they were called, exploded, and the disruption 
of the organization and the attempted invasion 
of Canada followed. This movement was 
condemned@ and opposed by the long-headei 
men of the organization with one excey- 
tion, the glib tongued and decidedly 
eioguent B. Doran Killian. He favored the 
capture of the island of Campo Bello, the 
‘sensitive nerve,“ as be called it, between this 
country and Canada. Up to the period when 
that movement was started the treasury of the 
Fenians under O'Mahony was generously emp- 
tied into Ireland; and there remained exactly 
830.000 in that Treasury at the time Killian 
commenced bis movement. This was certainly 
a poor basis financially with which to com- 
mende an invasion, but Killian, like Stevens, 
relied upon unlimited supplies when the boys 
would be in the field.” It was the Central 
Council of Fenianism that adopted Killian’s 
plan against the coolbeaded advice of OM 
bony, who could see no good results for Ir2- 
jand in an attack by Irish-Americans upon a 
people with whom they had no quarrel, and 
since O'Mahony neld after all the great weight 
inthe movement Killian necessarily failed, 
but there are many queer and funny incidents 
in connection with the Campo Beilo moveniert. 
The subsequent attempt in June, 1866, to in- 
vade Canada is well remembered.

A CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME. 

THE CRANE BROTHERS’ MANUFACTURING con- 
PANY HAS ONE THAT 18 SUPERIOR TO THAT 
OF JOHN BRIGHT’ s. 

“ We adopted the codperative system with 
our workmen some sixteen years ago, said Mr. 
R. T. Crane of the Crane Brothers’ Manufactur- 
ing Company to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. 
We bad considerable correspondence witb 
John Bright, who first formulated the 
scheme, ‘on the subject, and followed 
his directions, For three years we gave 
the workmen halt the profits of each year. 
Suppose that we had made $50,000 in the first 
twelve months; we then divided $25,000 of 

amount among all the operatives. The 
man whose work.was worth $10 per day of 
course got more than be who could carn but 
$2 per day. In „ word, we divided up the 
money among the different classes of workmen 
in proportion to the quantity and quality of the 
work done by each class. John Bright's the- 

Ory was that this system would secure more 

aud better work from employés, because they 

would feel that their profits and interests had 
the same dependence as the profits and inter- 
sts of the proprietors. In three years, bow- 
ever, we gave up the system. It seemed to be 

& compete failure in our case, as it has since 

proved wherever it has been tried. The men 

did no better e ther in the quantity or quality 

or their work than they had done before. They 

did not seem to reaize their opportunity to 

make money off of capital turnished and 

manfpulated to their advantage by the com- 
pany.” 

Then your workmen have no interest at all 
in the profits of your business? suggested the 
reporter, inquiringly. 

O, yes; we find it advantageous to them 
and to us to let them take stock when they 
wish to do sa. This privilege is allowed only 
to men who have been with us two years or 
longer. You see this is a permanent, a kind 
of tying down, interest. When a man has $500 
invested bere be has something like a sense of 
proprietorship, and works accordingly. Ser- 
eral of our Superintendents are paid enough 
to support their families—$500 or so—and the 
rest of their pay is given in the shape o! stock. 
If a man seems to be steady and industrious 
we take up stock und carry it for him while he 
is earning the money to pay for it.

cer which Tas Tame published, but 
which were not pleasant reading for 
Spencer. The bringing of asuit against Mr. 
Sherburne is probably an attempt on the part 
of Cornell & Spencer to suppress evidence by 
bulldozing those who are willing and anxious 
to testify against them. But it won't 
work. If the Circuit Court Clerk will only 
work Spencer well be can find a bonanzain 
him. He ought to get at least a thousand 


dollars more out of the man this year, which 
or help out the county materiaily these 
times.

MR. DUDLEY SOLAN'S EXPERIENCE. 


Mr. Dudley Solan of No. 2 Margaret street 
related his experience with Cornell & Spencer, 
“collecting agents, to a TRIBUNE reporter 
last night. He said: ** For a long time I beld a 
bill against one of my neighbors for something 
more than $25, and being unable to collect it 
from him 1 placed the matter in Cornell & 
Spencer's bands. About two months afterwards 
I called upon them for a settlement, and the 
fellow with a red mustache—I don't know 
which one of the two he is—said that they had 
coliected $15 of the olaim. il asked them to 
hand it over to me, minus their commission, 
which was the liberal sum of one-half of what 
they collected. The fellow replied: ‘I am 
sorry to say we bave nowbing for you, as it 
cost us $15 and more to make the collection.’ I 
protested at this extortion, but the fellow only 
laughed at me, but upon pressing bim for my 
share of the money he became indignant and 
even threatened me. I think 1 will take out a 
warrant agulust them.“ 


A CORRESPONDENT TELLS WHAT HE KNOWS OF 
THEIR QUESTIONABLE METHODS—WAYS OF 
OQOUNTRY JUSTICES. 


Carcaao, Feb. et gery ‘8 The Tribune.]— 
I see that the members of this quondam firm 
are disposed to take revenge on Tue TRIBUNE 
on account of its frequent exposure of their 
methods of collecting claims by a persistent 
persecution of debtors and garnisbees. When 
aseries of famimg postal cards sent to the 
house or piace of business would not annoy 
the debtor or garnishee into settlement, a 
series of suits berun on the borders of the 
county, twenty miles away, would almost 
surely do it, unless the defendant had money 
and grit enough to fight for his rights. This 
was amply develoved during a recent trial. 
The lawyers who successfully prosecuted that 
suit having been sued, | should not be sur- 
prised if Cornell & Spencer next proceeded 
against the jurors who were so unfortu- 
nate as to render a verdict which 
displeased .them. Their lawyer was also dis- 
pleased, for it was in this case that one of the 
jurors, out of patience with his witticisms in so 
serious @ matter, rose and rebuked bim and 
the entire bar for their long-winded speeches, 
whose genera! effect was to tire and annoy the 
jury and prejudice the cause of their olients. 
The honesty and truth of this criticiem was so 
apparent that even the Judge on the bench 
murmured an audible assent. Tne evidence 
conclusively showed that the firm systematival- 
ly pursued and bounded the defendants who, 
notwithstanding threats, persisted in retaining 
in their service a poor man who needed all the 
money he earned tosupport himself and his 
sick family. It was curious to note the ignor- 
ance of Justice Farnum ‘in regard to the busi- 
ness transacted with this gang of coliection 
agents. It looked to the jury as though he 
bad an arrangement as to division of fees, 
which made it an inducement for Chicago 
firms to give bim their business—and as he 
knew what the firms were doing be was 
scarce'y less culpable than they. The original 
debt was only $16; judgment was rendered by 
Farnum for $19, the amount which defendant 
confessed to be due his employé, leaving a 
balance of $1.60 of costs unpaid; and 
still this Justice allowed two or more 
suits to be brought, and parties 
dragged from Chicago to Blue Isiand, for this 
petty $1.60, the tail-end of a forced bill of 
costs. Are not the country Justices who en- 
courage such proceedings more cu/pabie than 
the collection-firms themselves? Why sue Cor- 
nell & Spencer alone for this prostitution of 
justice? The jurymen were disposed—most of 
them to give a larger verdict than $300 against 
the guilty parties, but they reasoned among 
themselves that the firm either would not or 
could not pay a large judgment, but would be 
more inclined to settle without appeal the $300 
and thus save the county the expense of a new 
trial. The jurymen considered this move to be 
the end of the case, and that the defendants 
would thank their stars that they had got off 
so much more easily than most of the jury 
thought they deserved. . 


THE WEST TOWN BOARD. 
A LIVELY SESSION—JUSTICE RUSSELL 
PRESSES AN OPINION. 

At the meeting of the West Town Board yes- 
terday Justices Fisher, White, and Russell 
were constituted a committee to consider the 
qualifications of Deputy-Collectors as enum- 
erated in the resoiutions of Justice Fisher and 
Justice Russell at the last meeting.

A LAWYER IN TROUBLE. 
THE SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST JOHN M KEOGH 
—SOME DETAILS—M'KEOGH'S DENIAL. 

The case of John McKeogh, the young at- 
torney placed under arrest on the charges of 
forgery and obtaining money undor false pre- 
tenses, as noted yesterday, attracted great at- 
tention uwing to the prominence of the de- 
fendant. McKeogh has been known as a rising 
young politician in the Democratic fold, and 
bas many friends who are willing to come to 
his aid. Outside of political circles McKeorh 
has formed many wurm attachments. The com- 
plainsnts in the case are James Butler, a coach- 
manin the employ of Henry Field, and Mrs. 
Catherine Rierdon of South Chicago. 
Aug. 5 last, itis charged, McKeogh forged the 
names of Butler and bis wife to a promissory 
note and securing trust-<deed. Taking the 
forgeries, it is said, he went to Mrs. Rierdon, 
who is an old, respectable, but illiterate woman, 
and hypotheeated them for their face value 
8700. She never suspected that they were not 
genuine, and Mr. Patrick Gillespie of No. 2816 
Wabash avenue advanced the money thereon. 
McKeogh had formed the acquaintance of Mrs. 
Rierdou and Mr. Butler in a professional way, 
and, itis alleged, abused their confidence in 
bim as their counsel by trying to swindle them. 
McKeogh is under $1,000 bonds in each case to 
appear before Justice Hammer Friday next. 
Mr. P. J. Moloney, County-Clerk Ryan's brother- 
in-law, signed the bond, 

McKeogh, on the other hand, disclaims any 
knowledge of the forgery, but claims that the 
work was done by acierk who was recommend- 
ed to him by John F. Finerty. He took the 
deed and note in good faith, he says, and nego- 
tiated them as being genuine. He claims that 
be was swindled by the cierk. 

All parties concerned in the case show a dis- 
inclination to talk, and a strong effort was made 
to suppress the matter.

Mr. Worthy Replies to Some Charges—

The dignity of the United States was trailed 
fin the dirt yesterday by being made a cat's- 
paw in the quarrel between the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad and the Chicago & 
Branston Railroad Companies. The former 
bas been trymg everything possible to prevent 
the latter from completing its lines, and the 
recent entry of a $58,000 condemnation judg- 
ment before Judge Rogers against the road for 
taking part of Shufeldt's bonded warehouse 
furnisbed a plausible pretext for claiming that 
the rights of the Government were being in- 
vaded. Accoringly an information was filed 
by permission of Attorney-General Brewster 
against the Chicago & Evanston Road to pre- 
vent it Jaying sacrilegious bands on Govern- 
ment property. The information states that 
Jau. 7 the Chicago & Evanston Railroad filed a 
bill in the Circuit Court against H. H. Sbu- 
feldt & Co. and Thomas Lynch to condemn a 
amall portion of Shufeldt's distillery for rail- 
road purposes. The case was heard last month 
before Judge Rogers, and a verdict for $53,000 
entered in favor of the distillers. The infor- 
mation then goes on to say that for over twelve 
years past Shufeldt & Co. bave occupied this 
property as a distillery and bonded warebouse. 
The bonded warehouse is situated on the par 
ticular strip of land ht to be condemned, 
and it is claimed that the security of the United 
States for the payment of the taxes 
on the whisky made by Shufeldt will be im- 
paired if this strip of land is taken by the Chi- 
cago & Evanston Road, also that the bond 
given by the Shufeldts to the Government pro- 
. widing that while they are carrying on the dis- 
tiliery business they will not suffer the lot to 
de inoumbered by mortgage, judgment, or 
Other lien will be broken. The distillery ware- 
house contains 11,609 barrels of distilled liquor, 
on which there is due a tax of $417,147. and the 
UTaited States bas a lien as well on che distillery 
premises as on the whisky for the payment of 
the tax. It is therefore asked that the Chicago 
& Bvanston Railroad Company may be enjoined 
from taking possession ot the condemned prop- 
erty or from breaking into warehouse.

‘OBITUARY. 


Judge Evert Van Buren. 

Last evening Judge Evert Van Buren was 
reported to be slowly sinking. Though con- 
stantly losing strength, he seemed to suffer lit- 
tle or no bodily pain and was perfeotly clear in 
mind. He took nourishment during the day 
and talked with bis family frequentiy. No 
hopes of his recovery are ontertained by bis 


physician or family. 

[Judge Evert Van Buren was born in Kinderhook, 
Oolumbia County, N. F., Nov. 3, 1803. His father, 
Barnet Van Buren, was a politician of considerable 
note, who, some years later, represented his coun- 
ty in the New York Assembly. His son Evert, 
after receiving a common-school education, en- 
t»red a lew officein Kinderhook, and in the early 
part of 1827 was admitted tothe New York State 
Bar. About the same time he married Miss Caro- 
line Smith, daughter of Gen. Melancthon Smith. in 
Ghent, atown adjoining Kinderhook. In 1828 he 
removed to Penn Yan, and eight years later to 
Buffalo. While in the latter city he distinguished 
himself as counsel forthe defense in the famous 
Rathburn forgery case. Mr. Van Buren had al- 
ready made for himself a political reputation, and 
in 1830 hed lost the nomination for State 
Senator from the Seventh Pistrict to William 
H. Seward by a majority of only one vote. He 
supported Martin Van Buren for the Presidency in 
1836 as well as in 1840. In 1844 he stumped New 
York State in the interest of James K. Polk. In 
1848 he left Buffalo and returned to his former 
home in Penn Yan, which he left again for Chi- 
cago in April, 1856. In 1862 he was elected Judge 
of the Recorder's Court, the functions of which 
office he discharged faithfully for one term. At 
the breaking out of the Rebellion he was known as 
a strong War-Democrat and supporter of Douglas. 
After retiring from the bench Judge Van Buren 
continued to practice till some seven weeks ago, 
when his many years and overwork compelled bim 
to take to his bed. He has a wife and five chi- 
dren—James Van Buren and Augustus Van Buren 
of this city, Dr. Evert Van Buren of Nebraska, 
and Barnet and Frederick Van Buren, farmers in 
Champaign County, Ul.] 


George Osborne Ide. 

George Osborne Ide, an old and highly-re- 
spected citizen of Evanston and a prominent 
member of the Chicago bar, died at bis home, 
Maple avenue, last evening at 7:15 o'clock, 
after an iliness of but afew days. While in 
his office last Tuesday about noon be was 
prostrated by a stroke of apoplexy. Later 
Bright's disease of the kidneys developed, and 
yesterday morning neuralgia of the heart was 
superinduced by this disease, which caused 
his death. Mr. Ide was born in Passuimpsic, 
Vt., Nov. 25, 1831. He graduatea from Hamil- 
ton College in 1847 and afterwards studied law 
with Judge R. A. Chapman, of Springfield, 
Mass., and later with Judge George Sharswood 
of Philadelphia. He was admitted to the bar 
in Springfield, Mass., ju 1854. Soon after this 
be removed to Princeton, III., where he en- 
gaged successfully in the practice of law until 
1871. when be removed to Chicago, where he, 
with George L. Paddock, formed the law firm 
of Paddock & Ide. The firm became well known 
and enjoyed alarge practice. During the spring 
of 1884 the firm was dissolved, Mr. Ide continu- 
ing in his office in the Portland Block. Since 
coming to Chicago Mr. Ide has resided in 
Evanston, and was Village Attorney from 1874 
to 1880, when his increasing business compelled 
him to refuse reappointment to that office. 
Mr. Ida bad been for years a prominent Mason, 
and mucb of the success of the lodge at Evans- 
ton, his place of residence since his removal to 
Ohicago, is due to him. He was ulso the’ first 
Master of Princeton Lodge. No. 587, A. F. & A. 
M., and has beid office in Evanston Lodge, No. 
524. He was married to Miss Helen M. Kendall 
of New York City Jan. 29, 1862. Five children 
were born to them— George B., William K.. 
Obarles, Helen, and Arturus—all of whom sur- 
vive their father. 

The funeral will-occur Tuesday atternoon at 
2 o'clock, at the family residence.
